The Russian government, although tt has 
been almost paralyzed by the terrible events | 
at Odessa and the news that the sailors at 
Libau also have mutinied, is making desper- 
ate and even frantic efforts to meet the sit- 
vation and to stamp the flames of revolution 
before they can spread to the army, which is 
now the last bulwarkoftheautocracy, 

With Poland red with the spirit of revolt, 
the Caucasus already in a state of civil war, 
agrarian disorders spreading rapidly, the 
whole country profoundly stirred, and the 
intelligent claases solidly arrayed against 
the government, all conditions seem ripe for 
the long predicted revolution. 

The first act of the government atid dis- 
patching Admiral Krieger's squadron from 
Sevastopol wes to summon the Kniaz Po- 
temkin, whose mutineers have now been 
joined by the crews of the two torpedo boats 
which accompanied it to Odessa. to surrender 
under the threat of firing upon and sinking 
the vessel.

Thus far the only incident reported this 
evening besides the burning of the Central 
railway station is the explosion of a bomb 
in a private house, by which several persons 
were injured; but it is impossible to get pre-

Thousands Shot Down, 


Sensational accounts, which cannet be 
defiaitely confirmed, are current regarding 
Wednesday night’s rioting. In these ac- 
counts it is stated that no fewer than a 
thousand persons were killed. The troops 
faced a position of complete anarchy, thou- 
sands of desperate incendiaries trying to 
get fire to every building. They were com- 
pelled to adopt the sternest measures and 
employed machine guns against the mob.

Cossacks guard all approaches to the 
town, and troops patrol the streets and guard 
public buildings, especially the banks, within 
and without.

It is quite impossible as yet to obtain any 
accurate estimate of the number of killed 
or mjured. It is reported that the Kniaz 
Potemkin’s crew sent a message to the 
city commandant today announcing their 
intention to bury their comrade with mu- 
tary honors, and threatening that if any m- 
terference should be attempted they would 
bombard the city.

They huddled together in their houses, be- 
hind doors and windows barricaded with fur- 
niture and mattresses, not daring to permit 
even a gleam of light to betray their pres- 
ence, 

Outside, the streets were filled with fren- 
zied workmen. Thousands of them, crazed 
with vodka, looted from burning ware 

Every few minutes volleys from the troops 
rent the darkness, and at intervals there 
would come the sound of heavy explosions, 


as if buildings were being blown up with | 


dynamite. 
The fighting between the troops and the 
rioters continued almost without cessation 


between the hours of 8 o'clock in the evening 


and midnight. After midnight there was a 
lull,.and the troops had less to do in dispers- 
ing the crowds. 

Harbor Front Kamen 

While the troops had been battling with the 
mobs in the city, scenes $f equal terror were 
being enacted along the water front.

The military authorities late in the after- 
noon had posted cordons of soldiers around 
all the government bulidings in the city and 
along the stretches of wharves, to guard the 
custom houses, warehouses, and freight 
yards. 

The mobs not participating in the street 
fighting made their first attack on the sea 
front. By tens of thousands the strikers, 
reinforced by the scum of the slums, dark 
the docks. 

The soldiers on guard offered but feeble 
resistance. They were brushed aside and the 
frenzied crowds feeling seoure under the 
protecting guns of the battleship Kniaz 
Potemkin, smashed their way into ware- 
houses, stores, and offices. 

_ Seenes of Loot and Pillage.

I you had not desired the position you 
need not have sought nor accepted it, but I 
understand that quite the contrary was the 
case. I can refer more positively to recent 
events within my own knowledge. When the 
president found it necessary to make a re- 
organization of the former commission you 
were consulted in the frankest manner about 
every feature of the reorganization and were 
encouraged freely to express your opinions. 

Indeed, your voluntary suggestions from 
the isthmus embraced the proposa! that you 
yourself be made a member of the commis- 
sion and chief engineer on the isthmus.

Within Former Chief's Power to 
Put Many Behind Prison 
Bars, He Declares. 


New York, June Special. The offer 
that induced Chief Engineer John F. Wallace 
to quit his post at the Panama canal came 
from the Interborough Rapid Transit com- 
pany and carries with it a salary of $60,000 
a year, It undoubtedly will be accepted. 

While Mr. Wallace, who is in New York, 
declines to be seen, much less to be inter- 
viewed, his friends assert that sensational 
developments will take place within a few 
days. They were much surprised and cha- 
grined when they read the official statement 
that his resignation summarily had been 
accepted. They were astounded by Mr. 
Taft's statement that Wallace had solicited 
his appointment as chief engineer of the 
Panama canal. 

It is asserted by Wallace’s most intimate 
friends that President ee the 
first proposal to him. | 

Proves Job Was Unsolicited. 

A reporter saw correspondence _ tonight 
which showed conclusively that Wallace did 
not seek the post from which he recently re- 
signed, but that it was offered to him in an 
official letter sanctioried by the president. 

When a reporter saw Mr. Wallace’s confi- 
dentigl representative tonight and showed 
him the statement issued by Secretary Taft 
at Washington; he said: 

It is not Mr. Wallace’s purpose to make 
any statement contradictory to what the 
president has said. I am positive, however, 
he will not stand by and permit his name to 


be impugned. My chief comes f the 
sturdy krian race. More than t, he 
is a man of the strictest veracity. When he

canal until its completion. 


Tells of Friction in Panama.

Crowd of Strike Sympathixers Make

Street Station After Learning of

hospital, where he had been taken. 
Johnson was appointed to the police de- 
partment two months ago. For two weeks 
he has been detailed at a lumber firm at 
Twenty-fourth and Leavitt streets, and was 
going to the place on an Eighteenth street 
car when he was attacked by the boys, of 
whom Nejedly is said to have been a leader. 


A brick struck him on the head, and he 


leaped from the car to seize the boy. 


Chased in Street by a Mob. 
The youths were quickly joined by many 


men, who threatened the policeman. John- 


gon turned to board the car again, but the car 
crew hurried the car away, leaving the negro 
surrounded by a crowd of strike sympa- 
thizers. More stones were thrown at him, 
and finally he ran south in Leavitt street. 
From windows and doorways 

were thrown, and twice he turned and fired 
in the air. The chase continued with several 
small boys in the lead, and as the negro en- 
deavored to seek shelter in a patrol box at a 
street corner and notify the police, the box 
was battered with stones.

Floating Poolroom Makes Its. 


First Trip on Water with — 


Many Passengers. 


BEYOND THELAW’SREACH 


Detectives on Board Are Powerless 
to Arrest Any of the Book- 
makers. 


The people of Chicago at last have been 
provided with a practical opportunity to 
throw their money into the lake. Early yes- 


terday afternoon a little band of Pilgrim 


fathers from Chicago—200, in all—launchei 
a “ Mayflower” in the Illinois Central 8. 
off South Water street, and steamed out into 
untried waters of Lake Michigan, in search 
of a place where they might place bets on 
horse races, according to their own dope 
and their own conscience. They found it.

the ingenuity of train builders, while the 
fierce competition for passenger business be- 
tween rival roade has compelled managers 


to install every accessory to the comfort at 


the travelers as rapidly as it is perfected. 
An engineer of the Lake Shore and Michi- 
gan Southern has perfected a novel ap- 
paratus, with which the road is now making 
practical tests. It is intended to cool the air 
in the train and at the same time to rid it of 
dust and other impurities. The application 
of the steam heating device already has 
guaranteed uniform temperature in winter. 
The new cooling apparatus consists of a 
sort of huge atomiser, so constructed that at 
stated intervals gusta of cool and moist air, 
coming directly from.a freezing plant, will 
be blown through the cars. This method is 
considered superior to the electric fan, which 
merely stirs the dust laden and vitiated air. 
The air which is blown out by this atomizer 


is drawn in from the outside, filtered, and is. 


then circulated around the pipes in the re- 
frigerating plant. At the same time it is 
moistened by the mingling of fine sprays of 
pure water. The moistening of the air is 
one of the most important features of the 
apparatus. It is claimed that the molsture 
a the dust particles and precipitates 
them. 
Installing Automatic Signals. 

The Lake Shore hae started to do a large 
amount of automatic signa: work on its lines 
between Chicago and Buffalo, The work will 
take two years to complete. It will rehabilf* 
tate the signal system of the road over the 
entire 525 miles. Up to some two years ago 
the Lake Shore had no automatic signals, ex- 
cept in isolated places and covering forty | 
miles of track. Even there the telegraph 
block system also was maintained. 

The automatic signals have been extended 
already eighty miles, and re soon will be 
completed another stretch of six miles be- 
tween Indiana Harbor and South Chicago. 

The electro-gas semaphore is being in- 
stalled there. This same system will be ex- 
tended from Cleveland to Buffalo, a distance 
of 183 miles. As fast as the automatic signal 
equipment is completed, semaphore train 
order signals are put in each station, and 
familiar Lake Shore signals, con g of 
two arms, for movement in both directions, 
will be abandoned. The new train order sig- 
nal will stand normally at clear, and there 
ea separate posts for the east and west

Colonial Sec- 
ry Lyttelton likewise ordered the various 
vernors that no agents.of the Congo gov- 
ent nor of the various companies and 
syndicates farming rubber concessions from 
the Free State should be allowed to recruit 
in any English colony natives for service i 
the Congo valley. These orders are anai- 
ogous to those which have been issued to the 
Italian government, which now prohibits all 
Ital. officers or noncommissioned officers 
on the retired list from taking service in the 
Congo Free State. 
— 
If the foreign powers are anxious for Bel- 
gium to take over the Free State, and to 
transform. it into a Belgian colony, it is be- 
cause at the present moment no one can 
be held to legal accounting for the outrages 
perpetrated the Free State flag. King 
Leopold, as absolute sovereign of the Free 


State, is, of course, morally responsible, but 


not legally so. For his position and status 
as king of the Belgians render him exempt 
from all jurisdiction, and when redress is 
asked of the Belgian government it disclaims 
all responsibility or connection with the Con- 
go. Leopold, cynicaland indifferent to public 
obloquy, is beyond the reach of any action 
either by individuals or by governments for 
wrongs committed by his agents in the Con- 
go, or for injuries sustained through them, 
short of some concerted movement by the 
powers depriving him of the sovereignty of 
this particular portion of Africa; which they 
conferred upon him a little over twenty 
years ago. But were the Belgian nation to. 
take over the Free Staté as a colony, the 
Belgian government could then be legally 
held accountable by individuals, while there 
would be means available to the foreign
